FACTA OFFERS FAIL

ROME, Oct. 27.—Premier Facta and 
his cabinet formally /handed their res- 
ignations to King Victor Bmmanuel to- 
day. This is supposed to indicate that 
Sig. Facta’s appeal to Benito Mussolini, 
chief of the Fascisti, for a rapproche- 
ment has failed. 

The cfash of the cabinet came after 
former Premier Orlando’s interview 
with former Premier Giolitti at Cavour, 
near Turin, after which he telegraphed 
Premier Facta late last night asserting 
that Sig. Giolitti was willing to form a 
cabinet without the Fascisti. 

Minister of Public Works Ricci, who 
already has joined the Fascisti, induced 
certain other ministers to join him in 
precipitating a collapse of the govern- 
ment, which he further accelerated by 
resigning. Sig. Ricci hoped by his ac- 
tivities to prevent Sig. Giolittti: from 
forming a cabinet without the Fascisti. 


King to See Leaders. 

ROME, Oct. 27.—[{By the Asso- 
ciated fPress.]—-King Victor Hm- 
manuel arrived in Rome today. He 
has a desire to consult tomorrow on 
the situation with former Premier 
Giolittt 

King Victor Emmanuel has request- 
ed Premier Facta and his colleagues 
in the ministry to continue their rou- 
tine work until a new government has 
been constituted. 

The police and military at Pisa, 
Siena and other places in Tuscany 
have adopted precautionary measures 
in view of the mobilization of the Fas- 
cisti in that region. There have been 
no disorders there. 

The opinion prevailing in political 
circles is that the Fascisti are masters 
of the situation and that a new cabi- 
net can be formed only by them, or 
with their consent or participation. 

All observers of the political situa. 
tion agree that the ministerial] crisis 
came in consequence of Dr. Musso- 
lini’s determined attitude on Thursday, 
when he called together all the mili- 
tary leaders of his organization and or- 
dered the 800,000 workers now mem- 
bers of the Fascisti to be in readiness 
for cod}peration with the military sec- 
tions.

story. Here, in*summarized form, are 
a few of the conclusions of the audi- 
tors who have been trying to make 
“head or tail” of the board’s accounts 
for more than four months: 

That “‘both records and files are in 
a chaotic condition.” 

No Source of Entry. 

That in many cases expenditures of 
large sums have been “ merely charged 
to a job number” and show no source 


of entry, “not even the year or month, 
when posted.” 

That many cost sheets have been 
lost, making an accurate audit -dif- 
ficult. ‘ 

That the auditors are asked in many 
cases to accept explanations of ex- 


penditures without “ supporting data ”’ 
to prove the truth of the explanations. 

That “ burden percentages ” charged | 
directly to labor hy board accountants | 
were “absurdly excessive.” 

That accountants of the board admit 
that certain methods used in arriving 
at entries were “arbitrary and abso- 
lutely without foundation.” ‘* 

That no reconciliation of certain 
“chaotic accounts” has been attempt- 
ed by board accountants since 1920. 

That attempts to reconcile certain 
discrepancies show that “nothing 
seems to have been left undone to make 
the figures irreconcilable.” a 

That the board’s auditors and the 
factory accountants admit that they 
are unable to identify certain items. | 


Only One Division Covered. 


The first paragraph of the auditors’ 
letter to Mr. Gorman shows that thus 
far only one division of the board’s 
books has been covered. It reads: 

“We herewith submit a synopsis of 
our work so far done on the factory 
division accounts of the board of educa- 
tion, showing in tentative form what 
has been developed and what is likely 
to be further developed on the comple- 
tion of the work.”

$721,359 TO DATE 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 27.—Three 
Republican campaign committees—the 
national, senatorial, and congressional 
—filed preliminary reports with the 


clerk of the house of representatives 
today showing that $721,359 had been 
contributed to help elect Republican 
senators and representatives, of which 
amount $645,451 has been expended. 

Heading the list of all contributors 
was R. B. Mellon of Pittsburgh, broth- 
er of the secretary of the treasury, 
who gave $25,000 through the Republi- 
can national committee. John D. 
Rockefeller was second with $15,000, 
and John D. Rockefeller Jr. gave $10.- 
000. The Rockefellers, father and son, 
contributed also $750 each through the 
Republican congressional committee. 

All told, there were seven $10,000 
contributions, aside from one for that 
amount by John D. Rockefeller Jr. 
They came from Fred Upham, as treas- 
urer, to the senatorial, in behalf of the 
national committee; William Wrigley 
Jr., Chicago; De. S. G. Kennedy, Tulsa, 
Okla.; the New Jersey state central 
committee; Frederick W. Allen, New 
York; D. A. Reed, Pittsburgh, and 
Henry F. Lippitt, former senator from 
Rhode Island. 

The senatorial committee contribu- 
tors from the $5,000 class were: Wil- 
liam Wrigley Jr., Chicago; Samuel In- 
sull, Chicago; J. A. Patten, Evanston;

WEARS SMILE 
OF CONFIDENCE 


Counts on Beveridge Vic- 
tory in Senate Race. 


BY E. O. PHILLIPS. 
Indianapolis, Ind., Oct. 27.—[Spe- 
cial.]—AlIbert J. Beveridge is picked 
by most of the Indiana political ex- 
perts to be returned an easy winner 
for the United States senatorship, one 
week from Tuesday. An average of 


the obtainable forecasts from men who 
ought to know what is going on places 
the Beveridge majority over former 
Gov. Samuél M. Ralston at a shade 
better than 30,000. 

The inner councils of the Beveridge 
campaign will listen to nothing short 
of a 100,000 to the good for “ Bey ”— 
as he is now hailed by Hoosierdom— 
and hope for a lead that will be suf- 
ficiently spectacular and impressive 
to convey to the nation generally the 
impression that Indiana agrees with 
Mr. Beveridge that he is foreordained 
to the Republican yresidential nomi- 
nation within the néxt six years. 

The Beveridge enthusiasm of course 
is not shared by the Democrats, but 
there’is a visible lack of pep in the 
claims made in behalf of Mr. Ralston. 
If the former governor takes down 
the prize, as the situation now seems 
to stack up, there will be some pleas- 
antly surprised Democratic state lead- 
ers. 


No G. 0. P. Defection. 


Some Republicans—very few how- 
ever—are pessimistic over the Bev- 
eridge prospects. These come from 
the old stand pat crowd that has not 
become reconciled to the defeat of Sen- 
ator New by “Bev” in the direct pri- 
maries, and the wish is father to the 
thought. 

There is not the slightest symptom 
of an organized Republican defection 
such, for instance, as is occurring in 
Iowa, where the dissenting Republi- 
cans are out in the open working for 
the Democratic senatorial nominee, 

The converse of the Iowa condition 
seems to exist in Indiana, and Bever- 
idge probably is profiting by a dispo- 
sition of certain classes of rural Demo- 
crats to decline to vote for Ralston. 
This Democratic element is figured suf- 
ficiently large to offset the loss of a big 
block of the organized labor vote, which 
Beveridge knows he jis going to lose. 
Labor is reputed to be “ off ” Beveridge 
because he has no hesitancy whatever 
in smashing away at the Adamson law, 
and the railroad employés have marked 
him for slaughter. 


Democrats Call for Cox. 


Beveridge is in the open attacking 
the league of nations, and this, the Re- 
publicans claim, is of material assist- 
ance in Indiana, which is claimed to be 
thoroughly anti-league. Former Gov. 
James M. Cox is being imported from 
Ohio for the big closing Democratic 


of his home territory. All concerned 
are watchfully waiting to see whether 
Gov. Cox will step out for the league 
and the Wilsonian policies generally. 

Incidentally there is some quiet 
criticism among Republicans, who say 
the Harding administration is not 
wearing itself into ribbons in Bev- 
erdige’s behalf, particularly because, 
as the assertion goes, of the presiden- 
tial possibilities that flit about Mr. 
Beveridge. As far as it can be judged,

The Chicago Defender is one of the leading 
Negro publications in the country. On the first 


cut of a Paris demi-mondaine on whose bare arm 
is a silhouette of Siki, the Senegalese prize fighter. 
Under this cut are the following lines: 


“Paris beauties not only carry Battling Siki, 
conqueror of the gorgeous Georges Carpentier, 
in their hearts, but wear him painted on their 
arms as well. These white women, living | 
under the spirit of French belief in equality, 
liberty, and fraternity, are proud to honor their 
valorous countryman, although he-is not white 
and is just a prize fighter. American chivalry 
is unable to rise to such heights of honest 
approbation.” 


We call attention to this matter because it illus- 
trates a phase of the race problem as to which we 
think the colored people are being mischievously 
misled. Dr. Du Bois and others, black or white, 
who, in the so-called Niagara movement, and 
otherwise, have been propagandizing for the re- 
moval of social barriers between the whites and 
blacks, are sowing the wind. Whether the colored 
leaders like it or not, whether doctrinaires like 
Oswald Villard approve or not, there is and there 
will remain a profound instinct against race mix- 
ture. It is not a question of chivalry, it is a ques- 
tion of race self-preservation, and if the Negro 
leaders are willing to destroy their own race iden- 
tity by intermarriage, white Americans are not. 
The social equality demanded by thjs branch of 
Negro leaders ang sympathizers.involves intermar- 
riage and intermixture* which will not be tolerated 
in this country. . 


To encourage the colored people to seek and | 
demand it is to invite disaster, not to the whites, 
but to the blacks. It is to foment a racial feeling 
which can have only a most tragic development, 
which will make any previous race violence seem 
paltry. 

This ought to be realized by colored leaders, and 
is realized by som@/of them.

The murder rate is increasing in the United States, 
he says, and he is eonvinced from*his stuér of the 
problem that at legge Gib offthéiredpns for, this, in- 
crease is the misguided «se ntimentalism with *regard | 
to murderers which has led to a decrease in the resort | 
to capital punishment. Experience shows, he holds, 
that the fear of -capital punishment is a deterrent, 
and does re@uce the number of murders. 

The right of society to inflict that penalty, he says, 
does not spring from the gravity of the offense, but 
from the necessity of self protection, If the murderer 
is proved to be mentally irresponsible, hé should not 
be allowed to remain at large for that reason, since 
sodiety needs protection from the danger just the

‘LO, THE POOR INDIAN. 


Chicago, Oct. 23.—While visiting the 
Glacier National park this summer I 
devoted some of my time in examining 
quite a number of children and adults 
of the Blackfeet tribe, whose reservation 
lies at the foot of the eastern part of 
the Rocky mountains. I found that prac- 
tically all childrem were undernourished, 
anaemic and showed clinical manifesta- 
tions of active tuberculosis. The medical 
survey seemed to be entirely inadequate 
and neglected. The rations which are 
supplied to the Indians do not contain 
enough caloric values to sustain them 
during the hard winter. The memoranda 
of my findings and suggestions for im- 
provements were submitted to the Indian 
bureau at Washington. Any one who is 
familiar with the bureaucracy of the 
officialdom at Washington knows how 
slow and tedious the response will! be. 

The Glacier park, “the playground of 
the Blackfeet Indians,” as one of our 
big railroads in ita summer folder so 
proudly advertises, will be turned into a 
cemetery of the Blackfeet tribe before 
long. 

The cry for help of these unfortunates 
rings every year into the ear of the 
Indian bureau, and yet this office re- 
mains deaf to their pleas.

BY JANE EDDINGTON. 
Cooking Cocoa Shells. 


Cocoa shells are inexpensive, They 
have within recent years cost but 10 
eénts a pound. An excellent beverage 
may be made with them to take the 


place of coffee for those who must not’ 


drink the latter beverage, It will have 
as excellent a flavor as that made 
with the most expensive sweet choco- 
late to be' purchased; that is, it will 
have the real cocoa bud flavor, which 
is worth knowing. It has been forci- 
bly extracted from most chocolates, 
much to their loss in delicacy and true 
character. 

To make a cocoa shell beverage, add 
one quart of boiling water to ane cup 
of cocoa shells, which have been well 
washed, and gently cook in a covered 
kettle for*one hour. Strain, sweeten 
to taste, and serve witha little hot 
cream. Or chill it and serve it with 
whipped cream. 

The best way.to sweeten this and 
other hot chocolates, it seems to me, 
is to use a hot sugar sirup. Add one- 


: 


sugar, stir until it dissolves, and cook 
for five minutes. Some people keep 
a sirup like this on hand to use for 
many purposes, and call it a stock 
sirup. 

A cocoa shell beverage will suit 
those who do not like a thick, well 
cooked chocolate for breakfast any 
more than does Mrs. Gainsborough in 
Compton Mackenzie’s novel, “ Sylvia 
Scarlett,”” who complains when she is 
in France: “I miss my morning tea, 
Sylvia, and it’s no use me pretending 
I don’t. I don’t feel like chocolate in 
the morning. I'd just as leave have 
a slice of plum pudding ina cup. Why, 
if you try to put a lump of sugar in 
it, it won't sink; it keeps bobbing up.” 
If you have that experience, use sirup!

ECONOMIC MEET 
OF ALL NATIONS 
URGED BY GARY 


New York, Oct. 27.—Another inter- 
national peace conference in Washing- 
ton for the full and frank discussion 
of all unsettled firlancial, commercial, 
and industrial questions in which the 
United States is interested was sug- 
gested by Elbert H. Gary, chairman of 
the United States Steel corporation, in 
a speech today at the semi-annual 
meeting of the American Iron and 
Steel institute, of which he,is presi- 
dent. 

Such a conference, he said, should be 
participated in by able, open minded, 
well disposed representatives from the 
different nations, such as those who ap- 
peared at the recent limitation of arm- 
ament conference. 

“If there shall be such a meeting,” 
he declared, “and the delegates are all 
of the type referred to, there will result 
incalculable good to all who are parties. 

“They would not decide or discuss 
how to abolish or overcome the old 
established law of supply and demand, 
how to avoid or repudiate existing obli- 
gations, but rather how’and when to 
fulfill them without irreparable injury 
to any one or the sacrifice of princi- 
ple.” 

Cancellation of Europe's’ war debts to 
the United States was opposed by the 
speaker. The debts, he said, were vol- 
untary, openly and fairly contracted, 
. and cannot be cancelled or disposed of 
on any other basis without doing vio- 
lence to well recognized principles of 
justice and rule of propriety. 

“To cancel these debts, or any part 
of them, Without full payment,” he as- : 
serted, “ would be forced charity, and 
that is never agreeable to the donor 
and, as a rule, equally disagreeable to 
a self-respecting person or nation.”
